THE UNITED 8TaTtS MINISTER IN 
LIMA UPON THE OONDITLLON OF 
TAE CHINESE IN PERU. 

Tho following is an extract of a Despatch 
from the 0. S, Minister to the Secretary 
of State (Mr Gibbs to Mr Fish), published 
{u. the Diplomatic Correspondence of the 
U.S. for !877. Tho lettor is dated Lega: 
tion of the United States, Lima, Peru, 
November 13, 1876, (and is marked as 
having been received Dec. 14) :— 

Sin,— ‘ ° . . . . 

Since the receipt of your despatoh I have 
devated ‘some attention to the status of the 
Chinese in thin tountry, having previously 
vinited some of the large augar-estates ad 
noticed the manner in which they ‘were 
treated; and also have gathered information 
from trustworthy persons who testified to 
their treatment at various places in the 
Republic. 7 . 5 . . 

I think there has boon a great change 
for the better latterly, as I seldom now seo 
articles fn the papers of their revolting 
aguinst the overseers of the plantations, 
and believe they are treated better in all 
parts of the country. I account for tlt: 
in various ways ; princlpally policy on 'h> 
part of their employers, and partly becauss 
the Chinese who bave been here such o 
length ot time have acquired a knowledye 
of thoir rights and demand them. . . 

Here in Lima, at Callao, and other por's 
on the coast, there are great numbers of 
them who have served tho time of contract 
or have in some cases purchased it, and 
they enjoy «ll the rights dus to any citizin 
or resident of the Kepublic, and, as far os 
lean see or judge, are happy. and con- 
tented. A great many of them are occupled 
as house-servants, principally as cooks — 
In all parts of the city are small eating. 
houses or cuok-shops kept by Chinese, and 
thay are well pa runized by the poor people, 
where they get more and better food for 
less money than with the natives.

CHINESE EVIDENCE. _ 


In the U. S. Qonrt for the Consulaz 
district of Shanghai-on the 16th instant, 
before D. H. Bailey, Esq., Consul‘General, 
sitting as Judge; and Mr Clark Blethen 

aud Mr T. Basset, As ociates, in tho cage 
of Faun Chong,v. C. A. Smith,—Mr Waine- 
wright for the plaintiff, Mr Henderson for 
the defondant, a dissussion arose as to the 
value of Chinese evidence which is worth 
reproducing.’

plied. Section 858 enacts that no witness 
shall: be excluded from testifying in tho 
U. S. Courts on account of Colour or 
intorest, but in all other respects tho laws 
“of the State in which tho Court is hold 
shall regulate the’competency of witnesses. 
The laws of the United States being thay 
: deficiont in rules for regulating the com- 
\petency of witnesses in Courta in-China, 
the common law must govern. By tho 
Common Law, “at ; ersons insensible to the 
obligation of n oath” are incompetent to 
testify. (1 Greenleaf, sec 868, 871). The 
athrist is excluded because he does not 
| believe in the oxietonce of a God, and it is

; Chinese government system which makes 
j its officers depend on squeezing and extor- 
tion for their compensation, thus creating 
the. very necessity for prevarication and 
lying by the people in order to protect 
themselves and their property; certain it 
is that no dependence can be placed on a 
Chinuman’s word in matters where for- 
eigners are concerned ; indeed, it is thought 
clever and praiseworthy to lic for the 
purpose of getting the buttor of a foreigner.

HEPWORTH DIXON. 

Tho Indian telograms toll us of the death 
of Hepworth Dixon, Wo take the follow- 
ing notice of his life and works from 
Men of the Time:—~ 


Dixon, William Hepworth, of the Inner 
Temple, historian and traveller, descended 
from an old Puritan family, is the son of 
Abner Dixon, of Holmfirth and Kirk 
Barton, in the West Riding of Yorkshire, 
and was born at Manchester, June 30, 1821. 
Mr Dixon’s first. literary effort was a fivo- 
uct tragedy, which was privately printed. 
The early volumes of the Lilumin«ted 
Magazine, edited by Douglas Jerrold, 
contain several poems with his name or 
initials.

Ho wrote o aeries of papers in 
the Daily News on. the “ Literature of the 
Lower Orders,” whic re. precursors of 
Henry Mayhew's inquiries into the condi- 
tion of the London poor, In the sume 
paper appeared another series of articlon, 
afterwurds revised and onlarged iu a work 
entitled ‘ London Prisons.” In 1849 he 
published “ John Howard, 2 Memoir’—a 
book which passed through threo editio @ 
in one year. ‘The special object of this 
work was to placo tho Iabours of Howard 
in their proper rolation to the literature 
nud history of the period. The volume 
has often been reprinted both in London 
aud New Yerk, In 1850 Me Dixou was 
appointed a Deputy.Commissioner to the 
Royal Commission for carrying out the 
Greut Exhibition of 1851, aud was suce 
cessful in organizing one hundred. com- 
wittees out of the tiree hundred that were 
estublished. In 1851 appeared the ** Life

Mr Justice Francis pointed out that he 
had had all the ace:unte for months save 
those including the winding-up of tho estate 
since April, Were thera any questions 
arising on them, it must <f necessity be the 
merest matter of detail, He also reminded 
Mr Ng Choy that he hai the permiss‘ou of 
the Court to employ an accountant,

that you were iv a Chinese town, 

As the Chivaman is Jabori us and indus. 
trious, bei’ g satished with emill gains and 
haviug no luxarious vie i i 
cheaper and gives a letter article for less 


mouey than shopkeepers of other nationali-- 


tles. 

Isuppose that these shops which were 
origiually star ed with the idea of catching 
the trade of their fellow-countrymen ae 
they came to the market have gradually. 
attracted the natives, who find it to their 
benefit to supply their wants from the 
Chinese. - 1 have noticed during the short 
time I have been here, about sixteen 
months, that their shops -are inorasing 
fast, and also many handsome stores in the 
principal atreets, They intermarry with 
the lower class of white, mestizss, and 
cholas, and by these are looked upon as 
quite a catch, for they make good husbands, 
industrious, domestic, and ford of their 
children, . . . I often meet children 
io the streets whose almond-shaped eyes 
show their Uhinese origin. Great numbers 
have become converts to Catholiciem, and 
they are. apparently very fervent in their 
devotions and atteutive to the ceremonies 
of the «burch, In the cemetery I have 
Hioticed several niches, in the’ costly part 
of the grounJ, with Chinese inac-i;-tions. 
They have hired the second theatre of the 
City, or leased it, for four years, and L 
believe -it is filled nightly, In all, they 
neem to assimilate themselves to the habits 
and customs of the country. 

I have gathered, the following statistics 
from trustworthy sourovs, which show the 
aumber of Chivese landed in Peru, in 14 
years, as coolie labvrers, under the vld

‘governments of Christendom have united in 
declaring that Chinese Courts are unworthy 
of their. confidenco in treaties which are

their objections so long as the necessity 
for them exists, notwithstanding the in 
clination which ia being manifested. by 
some governments ond officers to acknow 
ledge the equality of native courts by 
handing over to them the jurisdiction in 
Buits between Chinese and foreigners whi re 
the former are defendants, By section 
4117 of the Revised Statutes it ig provided 
that the Minister at Peking shall provide 
forms of oaths to be administered to 
witnesses not Christians; and in paré; 76 
and 76 of the Regulations for Consular 
Courts it is provided that oaths shall be 
administered to witnesses not Christian 
according to their religious belief. But 
the Chinese witnesses in this case have 
mt. been sworn at ul/,—only told by the 
Interpreter, who. is not authorized to

In 1852.ap- 
peared “ Robert Bluko, Admiral and 
General at Sea,” 4 volume in the composi- 
tion of which Mr Dixon ‘bad the advantage 
of help from Lord Dundonald. " Bath 
** Penn” and“ Bluke * bave gone through 
several editions in England and in the 
nited States. “m_ enlarged edition o 
“Penn” appeared in 1472, inscribed to 
John Bright. During the invasion panic 
m.1852 Mr Dixon ‘wrote an anonymous 
pamphlet, called the “ French in England,” 
urging that if the first: Napoleon could not 
succeed in carrying out his intention, the:

On his return he-becawe chicf editor-of the 
sthen@um (1858), in which journal he had 
written on historical subjects for sevaral 
years, and hus nocessarily taken part in 


most of the literary and. scientific -con- ie 


troversies of the period. He resigned the 
editorial chair in 1869. An article from 
his pen on the ‘* Shakespeare Folio Cor- 
rector,” has been. reprinted in a pamphlet 
by a Boston admirer, In 1858 Mr Dixon 
obtained free access for historical atadents 
to the state Papers of the country, which 
up to-that date had been guarded with 
extreme jealousy by the various Secretaries 
of State. In 186) he first drew public 
attention to Lord Campbell's statement of 
the case against Lord Bacon, a subject 
which ho had studied for many years. His 
papers were enlarged, and have been 
published in London, Boston, and Leipsic 
In France and Germuny the book has been 
equally popular. Mr Dixon was left Lady 
Morgun’s literary executor, and in conjuus- 
tion with Miss Jewsbury has published her 
memoirs. “A Morning at Kden Lodge” 
—a paper in which Mr Dixon indicated the 
reat wealth and curiosity. of the Eden 
amily papers—indoced Lord Auckland to 
publish bis.father’s Journal ; and a similar 
paper on the ‘‘ Treasures of Kimbolton” 
caused the preparation of the Duke of 
Manchester’s “Court and Socioty,” to 
which Mr Dixon contributed the “ Memoir 
of Queen Catharine.” In 1864 Mr Dixon 
mude a long journey through Turkey in 
Enropo, Asia Minor, Palestine, and Egypt, 
the literary. result of- which was the pub-' 
lication in the following: year, of “ The 
Holy Lund,” in two volumes. Oa hia 
return from Syria he assisted in founding 
the Palestine Exploration Fund, and in 
conjunction with Dean Stanley and others, 
conducted those excavations in Jerusalem 
and elsewhere, which have given so many 
results to’ Biblical literature, From the 
firat he hag been a member of the Executive 
Committee, Mr Dixon spent the summer 
and automn of 1806 in travelling throagh 
the United States, including a visit to Salt 
Lake City, the literary result of whioh. was 
given in the two following years in the 
form of *‘ New America” and “ Spiritual 
Wives.” The.former. of these two works 
rapidly passed through eight editions ia 
thiscountry, three in America, and several 
in France, Russia, Holland, Italy, aad 
Germany. While in America, Mr Dixon 
had the rare good fortune to-discover and 
recoyer the long lost Irish State Papers, a” 
sorvice of great importanos to the public, 
the story of which was toldin a remarkable 
letter of Lord: Rowilly, published in tho 
Times. Mr Dixon next directed his
